the most recent annual midcontinent independent system
operator transmission expansion plan as approved by
the midcontinent independent system operator board of
directors, or approved as part of the expansion plan
of any successor regional transmission organization
representing the area in which the proposed lines will
be constructed. Notwithstanding paragraph “»”, this
requirement shall not be subject to waiver by the
utilities board.

NEW SUBSECTION. 6. If an extension is sought
for transmission lines capable of operating at more
than one hundred kilovolts direct current and either
extending a distance of not less than one mile or
extending across state boundaries, the application
shall be subject to the requirement in section 478.3,
subsection 2, paragraph “0b”.>
